My dear Mr.Field:- 

I have two suggestions which I would like to offer to the 
American Numismatic Society Governers as an Associate member. 
These are (Ist.)That the Society establish a special Section on the 
Medallic Art. (2nd.) That it use it's influence more definitely to 
aid members in obtaining examples of good art medals published par- 
ticularly in this country. 
As to (I),there are many persons in the City who are interested not 
especially in how many fly specks there are on an I8I5 penny ,or 
whether the Goddess of Liberty is cross-eyed,or has a pug nose,yet 
are sincerely appreciative of high class art medals. 
I have brought two such membérs to the Society myself,during the 
fpast year,and I believe the Society membership could be augmented 
materially,if interesting art medal meetings could be assigned: 
Mr.King,for example,could furnish a paper on Roty's life and work, 
and the members could bring their Roty medailles for comparison,and 
sO on with many other artists. 


My second suggestion is better understood if you will bear with a 


personal experience;I have a small collection of some 500 art medals 


and plaquettes,mostly foreign,but from all the countries producing 


them. Foreign dealers I've found uniformly anxious to sell,and foreign

dals of his make,he replies that he is not permitted by the person 

or society which gave him the contract to sell any.-One dealer(in a 
state not many miles from New York,) writes me "I assume that you 
desire these medals for your collection, -hewever,if you. will Write 

me fully just what you want them for,I will see if it be possible 

for me to have them made up."/f} I have lately sent to four Cana- 
dian dealers and they are almost as difficult,although not imperti- 
nent; they refer me to"the people who ordered them from us origin- 
ally",and then do not give their names or addresses.- TI have tried 

a mumber of American Societies presumably designed to promote the 
extension of art,The Chicago Society of Fine Arts,for example, after 
much correspondence and a special meeting,informs me that I can ob- 
tain one of their medals,--at a cost which ought to endow its design- 
er for several years! The Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts | 
curtly replies,"We have no medals obtainable by amateur collectors." 

I urge the Committee on'Art of the Century Association'to have a spe- 
cial exhibition of the medallic art; they say they would be charmed 

if I will get it up and pay for itt. The Metropolitan Museum Director 
when I point out that some of the medals are wrongly labelled,and 
poorly cared for,admits it,and excuses the Museum on the ground of 
Some sort of agreement with the Numismatic society Museum not to du- 
Pplicate collections.-I write these details because I believe the Amer- 


ican Numismatic Society might do much to aid the struggling amateur,

Mrs. White's inquiry brings up the whole question 
of the policy of the Numismatic Society. My own view is, 
that it is so difficult to draw the line that we cannot 
well afford to exhibit medals as a rule, which private 
individuals wish to sell, no matter for what worthy object, 
I cannot conceive of the Metropolitan Maseum exhibiting a 
lot of water colors for some artist who wished to dispose 
of them to private parties, or the Botanical Garden exe 
hibiting cut roses which anyone could go to the Garden and 
buy, and if we once begin to exhibit such collections as 
this, it would be difficult to refuse othersy. which might 
be far from artistic. 


I know that the Gorham people, from time to time, 
have sold small private collections of medals which were 
brought over during the war, but at no such price as Mrs, 
White expects to obtain. She might show the medals there 
end also to Mr. Keuntz, at Tiffany's. 


I thank you for referring the correspondence to me 
and regret that, for the reasons mentioned above,I am unable 
to take any active interest in the matter,
